Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. Claims 1-7 are allowable because prior art fails to teach or disclose a computer- 
implemented method for typesetting a set of glyphs represented as a set of graphical 
objects. While prior art discloses many elements of the typesetting of glyphs including 
selecting a glyph, selecting a current position of the current glyph, determining a next 
position of the next glyph, the prior art does not teach or suggest wherein the current 
glyph is represented as a two-dimensional distance field and the next position for 
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the next glyph is determined using the current position, an escapement of the current 
glyph, and an alignment of the two-dimensional distance field. 

5. The closest prior art, although not entirely claimed, that would suggest 
representing a glyph as a two-dimensional distance field is Frisken et al. ("Adaptively 
Sampled Distance Fields: A General Representation of Shape for Computer Graphics," 
SIGGRAPH 2000). Frisken discloses a glyph broken into a set of two-dimensional 
distance fields (Figures 4a-4d). However, Frisken does not disclose or suggest a 
method for typesetting glyphs nor does Frisken disclose or suggest determining a next 
position of a glyph, or any position of a glyph, using the current position, an escapement 
of the current glyph, and an alignment of the two-dimensional distance field.
